As Edmonton Public Library 
gets set to celebrate 100 years 
of operations, there’s a plan 
to take to the streets next 
year with four new libraries 
on wheels. 

The proposal to create the 
new digital literacy vans is 
contained within the City of 
Edmonton’s budget, but the 


libraiy plans to fundraise to 
get them on the streets. 

Leanne Drury Melsness, 
manager of the library’s 
digital literacy initiatives, 
said the vans would be much 
more than bookmobiles, but 
would aim to bring all of 
what the library has to offer 
to the community. 

“They would have ac¬ 
cess to some of EPL’s great 
content and e-content,” she 
said. “Picture a pop-up In¬ 
ternet cafe, or a recording 
studio or a gaming kit.” 

The library hopes to be 
able to issue library cards 
from the vans and would 
aim to have them at local 
events and festivals. 

“The types of places we 
could travel to would be 
events, parks, child-care fa¬ 


cilities and hospitals — there 
are many different institu¬ 
tions,” she said. 

The library plans to open 
two new libraries in 2013, 
but Drury-Melsness said 
there are still areas that 
are underserved, as well as 
people who have difficulty 
getting to libraries. 

“We are helping people 
build their capacity in those 
areas,” she said. “Transpor¬ 
tation can be a big barrier 
for people to come to the 
physical branch.” 

The library is also plan¬ 
ning to fundraise next year 
for an early literacy program 
focusing on young children. 

No date has been set for 
when the literacy vans will 
roll out because it is depend¬ 
ent on fundraising. 


Costs 


The Edmonton Public 
Library system was one 
of the first in the country 
to have a bookmobile — 
with a converted trolley 
car that hit the streets in 
1941. 


• The cost of the new 
program is estimated at 
$414,000 a year, which 
would provide for four 
vans and staff to go 
with them. 


• The library is asking 
city council for an 
additional $100,000 to 
fund a celebration of its 
centennial.

Groups representing univer¬ 
sity students across the prov¬ 
ince are welcoming changes 


that will allow them to vote 
where they live at school or 
the riding they call home. 

Dustin Zuidhof is a 
22-year-old finishing his fifth 
year of studies at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta. 

He voted provincially for 
the first time in last April’s 
election and was only allowed 
to vote in the Edmonton rid¬ 
ing where his parents live. 

It wouldn’t have mattered 
if he lived in residence or was 
studying in Calgary or Leth¬ 
bridge—Zuidhof could have 


only voted for an MLA in his 
family’s neighbourhood, and 
that didn’t sit well with him. 

“My life is affected by 
where I’m living, where I 
study and work, so it only 
makes sense to be able to 
vote there,” said Zuidhof. 

“(The Council of Alberta 
University Students, CAUS) 
asked for this amendment, 
and the government lis¬ 
tened,” said Michelle Davio 
of the Alberta Justice Depart¬ 
ment. 

In recent months, the Jus¬ 


tice Department, Elections 
Alberta and CAUS have been 
actively working to modern¬ 
ize the language in the Elec¬ 
tions Act to reflect the real¬ 
ities of today’s students, who 
study away from home by the 
thousands. 

For CAUS executive Direc¬ 
tor Duncan Wojtaszelc, the 
change is a long time com¬ 
ing. He said that in April, 
a pledge-to-vote campaign 
at campuses across Alberta 
caused frustration when doz¬ 
ens of students were turned 


away at the polls due to the 
restrictive law. 

“It was tantamount to 
disenfranchisement,” said 
Wojtaszelc, calling the amend¬ 
ment much anticipated and 
a dramatic improvement. 
“Most will only discover it 
when the next election hap¬ 
pens four years from now. A 
good portion of students will 
have moved on, but it will be 
of benefit to those that fol¬ 
low. Students are the ones 
who determine in which elec¬ 
toral district they reside.” 


School trustee 
apologizes for 
commentsabout 
gay students 

An Alberta school trustee 
is being roundly criticized 
for suggesting gay stu¬ 
dents can avoid bullying 
by being less open about 
their sexual orientation. 

Dale Schaffriclc, trustee 
for the Pembina Hills 
school division, made 
the comment Monday 
while trustees debated 
a proposal calling for all 
schools to protect gay 
students and staff from 
discrimination at the 
Alberta School Boards As¬ 
sociation convention. 

Schaffriclc refused to 
explain his position and 
said he’s sorry for the 
words he used.

Name change for 
Mexico proposed 

Mexico’s president is mak¬ 
ing one last attempt to get 
the United States out of 
Mexico — at least as far 
as the country’s name is 
concerned. 

The country’s for¬ 
mal name is the United 
Mexican States, but few 
people use it. 

President Felipe Cal¬ 
deron wants to make it 
simply Mexico. 

Calderon says the 
name was adopted in 
1824 to imitate the coun¬ 
try’s northern neighbour, 
the United States of 
America. 

Calderon said Thursday 
Mexico doesn’t need to 
emulate anyone. The con¬ 
stitutional reform would 
have to be approved by 
both houses of Congress 
and a majority of Mexico’s 
31 legislatures. However, 
Calderon leaves office on 
Dec. 1. 

Calderon first pro¬ 
posed the name change 
as a congressman in 2003. 
The bill did not make it to

Dubai court hands two 
foreigners three months

A Dubai court has sentenced 
an Irish man and British 
woman to three months in 
jail for an alleged intimate 
tryst in the back of a taxi. 

But the couple has denied 
the charges and have ac¬ 
cused the taxi driver of fab¬ 
ricating the story after a fare 
dispute. 

The sentence on Thurs¬ 
day is the latest case of West¬ 
erners running afoul of the 
social codes in the United 
Arab Emirates, which main¬ 
tains strict laws on sex-relat¬ 


ed issues although it often 
turns a blind eye. 

Prosecutors accused the 
pair of removing some cloth¬ 
ing and fondling each other 
in a cab in May. 

The judge says the pair 
will be deported after serv¬ 
ing their sentences, which 
they can appeal. 

In 2008, a British couple 
received a three-month sen¬ 
tence after being charged 
with having sex on a Dubai 
beach.

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Harper opts out of 
provincial gathering 


Halifax. Prime minister's 
absence threatens to 
overshadow premiers’ 
meeting on economy 


Canada’s premiers are arriv¬ 
ing in Halifax in the hopes 
of striking a common econom¬ 
ic plan at a time of tepid growth 
and mounting debt. 

But Prime Minister Ste¬ 
phen Harper’s absence from 
the meeting, which begins 
Friday, threatens to derail 
that goal, a couple of them say. 

“It’s difficult for us to know 
how we can best blend our own 
planning in with the funding of 
the federal government if we 
don’t know what their plans 
are,” said Nova Scotia Premier 



Darrell Dexter, who is hosting 
the meeting. 

The idea for such a gath¬ 
ering came up during the 
last premiers’ meeting in 
July, when they agreed to 
discuss how they could protect 
their provinces from a global 
economy in flux. That was 
before revised figures came 
out showing a higher federal 
deficit and growing concerns 


over the possibility of the 
U.S. economy going over its 
so-called fiscal cliff at the end of 
next month. 

The premiers invited 
Harper, but he declined. His 
office has said he has 
met regularly with the 
provincial leaders and the 
economy remains his prime con¬ 
cern, but that response hasn’t 
sat well with a few of them. 

“I think we’re all 
disappointed that we couldn’t 
get an opportunity to 
meet with the prime min¬ 
ister and to build a strong 
plan for economic 
growth together,” On¬ 
tario Premier Dalton 
McGuinty said earlier this 
week. “We’ll see what we can 
do by way of a concerted effort.”

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Pre-emptive strike. Tories 
target Trudeau as poll 
suggests growing favour 


Conservatives have launched 
their first concerted attack on 
Justin Trudeau — and a new 
poll may explain why. 

The Canadian Press Har- 
ris-Decima survey suggests 
the Liberal leadership front¬ 
runner’s popularity is not the 
fleeting celebrity phenomenon 
that skeptics had assumed. 

It’s actually increasing and 
has the potential to siphon off 
votes from all parties, includ¬ 
ing the Tories. 

Forty-two per cent of re¬ 
spondents said they’d be cer¬ 
tain or likely to vote Liberal 
in the next election if Trudeau 
was at the helm — enough to 
form a comfortable Liberal ma¬ 
jority government. 

The poll was released Thurs¬ 
day, just as the Conservatives 
pounced on a two-year-old 
television interview to accuse 
Trudeau of being anti-Alberta. 

In the interview with the 
Tele-Quebec program Les 
francs-tireurs, Trudeau said: 
“Canada isn’t doing well right 
now because it’s Albertans 
who control our community 
and socio-democratic agenda. 
It doesn’t work.” 

Trudeau’s campaign swiftly 
issued a statement accusing 



the Tories of using “out-of- 
context statements made 
years ago in a long interview” 
to launch a desperate “smear 
campaign” aimed at reviving 
the faltering Conservative by- 
election campaign in Calgary 
Centre. 

The resurrected Trudeau 
quotes piled on a gaffe a day 
earlier by Ottawa Liberal MP 
David McGuinty. He resigned 
his shadow cabinet post as 
natural resources critic after 
saying Alberta Tory MPs are 
“shills” for the oil industry and 
should go home.

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Gaza crisis: Both sides claim victory 


After 8 days fighting: 

161 Palestinians killed, 
including 71 civilians; 
six Israelis killed 
including two soldiers 
and four civilians 


Hamas leaders and thousands 
of flag-waving supporters 
declared victory over Israel 
on Gaza’s first day of calm 
under an Egyptian-brokered 
truce Thursday, as Israeli of¬ 
ficials flew to Cairo for talks 
on easing a blockade on the 
battered Palestinian territory. 

Eight days of punishing 
Israeli airstrilces on Gaza and 
a barrage of Hamas rocket 
fire on Israel ended inconclu¬ 
sively. While Israel said it in¬ 
flicted heavy damage on the 
militants, Gaza’s Hamas rul¬ 
ers claimed that Israel’s de¬ 
cision not to send in ground 
troops, as it had four years 
ago, was a sign of a new de¬ 
terrent power.

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B.C. judge spares man who culled 
sled dogs from serving jail time 


Animal cruelty. 

Operator says he was 
forced to kill 56 dogs 
after company froze 
spending on care 


A man who pleaded guilty 
to the slaughter of dozens of 
sled dogs will not spend time 
in prison, a judge has ruled, 
concluding the man had the 
“best interests” of the dogs 
at heart when he culled the 
pack near Whistler after a 
slump in business following 
the 2010 Olympics. 

But while Judge Steve Mer¬ 
rick said he agreed with a 
psychiatrists’ assessment that 
Robert Fawcett’s actions were 
the result of mental instabil¬ 
ity, he noted: “(You) ought to 
have anticipated the possi¬ 
bility of the horrific circum¬ 
stances that could result.” 

“It is beyond comprehen¬ 
sion as to how this could have 
occurred,” said Merrick. 

The aftermath from the 
April 2010 killing was laid 
bare in B.C. Supreme Court 


for the first time Thursday 
by Fawcett’s lawyer, who de¬ 
scribed how hard it was for 
his client to even listen to 
details of killing his beloved 
animals again. 

“I will never stop feeling 
guilty for the suffering that 
the dogs endured that day,” 
said defense lawyer Greg Dia¬ 
mond, quoting his client. 

“I feel like part of me died 
with those dogs.” 

Fawcett admitted in Au¬ 
gust to killing the dogs fol¬ 
lowing a post-Olympic slump 
in sales. Court heard he felt 
forced when the owners of 
Howling Dog Tours put an 
“absolute freeze” on spend¬ 
ing, other than for food and 
the bare minimum of labour. 

At that point, Fawcett was 
working 150 hours over two 
weeks to care for the animals 
and watching their condi¬ 
tions deteriorate to the point 
where they were fighting and 
killing each other in their 
kennel. 

“In part, he accepted the 
burden because he felt he 
could do it compassionately 
and he did not want that bu¬ 



rden placed on anyone else,” 
Diamond said. 

The defence supplied 30 
character references to the 
judge that described Faw¬ 
cett’s “admirable dedication” 
to the dogs. 

Fawcett pleaded guilty 
to one count of causing un¬ 
necessary pain and suffering 
to animals, which relates to 
the deaths of nine dogs. More 
than 50 dogs were exhumed 
from a mass grave in May 
2011 as part of a forensic in¬ 
vestigation by the B.C. SPCA. 
Court heard most of the dogs 
that were shot did not suffer. 

Animal euthanasia is legal 
in Canada.

The Supreme Court of Canada 
will decide just how open the 
process should be when the 
federal government wants to 
deport a suspected terrorist 
from abroad. 

The high court agreed 
Thursday to hear a challenge 
of the national security cer¬ 
tificate system, a rarely used 
means of removing non-cit¬ 
izens accused of being terror¬ 
ists or spies. 

It will also review crucial 
issues related to evidence in 
the case of Algerian refugee 
Mohamed Harlcat, arrested 10 
years ago in Ottawa under a 
security certificate. 

The hearing will come 
more than five years after 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment retooled the certificate 
regime to make it consistent 
with the Charter of Rights 
and Freedoms. The Supreme 
Court will rule whether those 
reforms went far enough. 

Harlcat, 44, was taken into 
custody in December 2002 on 
suspicion of being an al-Qaida 
agent. He denies any involve¬ 
ment in terrorist activities. 

Harlcat lives at home, but 
wears an electronic tracking 
bracelet on his ankle, must 
check in with authorities 
regularly and cannot leave 
town without permission. 

The person named in a 
security certificate receives 



only a summary of the case 
against them — stripped of 
supporting information — 
which critics say makes the 
process wholly unfair. 

The validity of a certificate 
must be weighed by a Federal 
Court judge, who is allowed 
to see the secret evidence, 
and Harlcat’s case has been 
tangled in various legal pro¬ 
ceedings for almost a decade. 

In April, the Federal Court 
of Appeal upheld the consti¬ 
tutionality of the security cer¬ 
tificate system, but ruled that 
summaries of some 1990s 
conversations be excluded 
from evidence against Harlcat 
because the original record¬ 
ings were destroyed.

Orange County prosecu¬ 
tors said Miller was accused 


of breaking at least one pic¬ 
ture frame, spray-painting 
inside the church and dam¬ 
aging a propane tank and 
other items. 

Miller has fought for sev¬ 
eral organizations, includ¬ 
ing the UFC, and hosted 
the MTV show “Bully Beat- 
down.”

Austria. Estibaliz C to 
appeal life sentence for 
grisly double murder 


An Austrian ice cream par¬ 
lour owner has been found 
guilty of killing her ex-hus¬ 
band and a boyfriend before 
chopping them up with a 
chain saw and burying them 
in concrete in her shop’s 
basement. 

A Vienna court convicted 
the 34-year-old woman 
of murder Thursday and 
handed her a life sentence, 
ordering her to be held in 
psychiatric care, according 
to Austrian news agency APA. 

The woman, identified 
only as Estibaliz C, confessed 
to the murders Monday but 
her lawyer said she will ap¬ 
peal. 

The woman, dubbed 
the “Ice Lady” by Austrian 
media, shot the men in 2008 
and 2010, putting their body 



parts in a freezer before 
burying them in her cellar. 
She had told the court her 
ex-husband failed to leave 
her alone and the boyfriend 
cheated on her.

Crackdown on web 
dissent continues 

In his last blog entry, activist 
Sattar Beheshti wrote that 
Iranian authorities had given 
him an ultimatum: either 
stop posting his “big-mouth” 
attacks against the ruling 
system or tell his mother that 
she will soon be in mourning. 

“We will tear down your 
cruel cage,” Beheshti typed 
on Oct. 29 before signing off. 

A day later he was ar¬ 
rested. Within a week, his 
family had collected his 
body. They began calls for 
an investigation that have 
been echoed by Washington, 
European allies and rights 
groups. 

Arrests of activists and 
claims of abuse in detention 
are commonplace in Iran, 


but deaths behind bars are 
much rarer. Iran’s judiciary 
responded to the growing 
pressure and authorized an 
investigation. It claims three 
of Beheshti’s interrogators 
have been arrested while 
post-mortem reports are 
studied. 

The 35-year-old Beheshti, 
an obscure blogger whose 
site was followed by only a 
few dozen viewers, appar¬ 
ently fell under the custody 
of Iran’s cyber police, created 
with a wide mandate to crush 
web dissent. 

Last month, the UN’s Of¬ 
fice of the High Commission¬ 
er for Human Rights warned 
of “a further severe clamp- 
down on critical voices” in 
Iran. Even a former Iranian 
intelligence minister called 
Beheshti’s death in custody a 
“disaster” for Iran’s leaders.

Canadian homes slightly more affordable in third quarter 



The cost of home ownership 
became more affordable in 
the most recent quarter due 
to a modest decline in home 
prices and gains in Canadian 
household incomes, accord¬ 
ing to a Royal Bank study. 

RBC’s affordability index 
for a detached bungalow 
stood at 42 per cent of in¬ 
come nationally in the third 
quarter. 

That means an owner 
would need to spend 42 per 
cent of pre-tax annual in¬ 
come to pay for mortgage 
payments, utilities and 
property taxes — one per¬ 
centage point lower than in 
the second quarter of 2012. 


That assumes an average 
home price of $362,100 and 
an average qualifying in¬ 
come of $78,100, but those 
measures varied widely 
from market to market. 

The index fell even more 
for two-storey homes, by 
1.2 percentage points to 
47.8 per cent and eased 0.6 
percentage points to 28 per 
cent for condos. 

“The costs of owning a 
home at current market 
prices took a smaller bite of 
household budget in all ma¬ 
jor markets in Canada in the 
third quarter of 2012,” the 
report said.

es the index on a quarterly 
basis, says ultra-low interest 
rates have been the key fac¬ 
tor in keeping affordability 
levels from reaching danger¬ 
ous levels in recent years. 


Still, top government of¬ 
ficials have warned that low 
interest rates are encour¬ 
aging some buyers to spend 
beyond what they’ll be able 
to afford when rates inevit¬ 
ably rise. 

Household debt stands at 
a record 163 per cent of in¬ 
come. That means for every 
dollar Canadians earn, they 
owe $1.63 in debt. 

Despite the recent 
improvement in affordabil¬ 
ity, RBC said the amount 
of income to service home 
ownership costs continues 
to be higher than long-term 
averages.

A two-year suspension and 
$625,000 fine imposed

Alboini has been a 
prominent critic of the 
board at Research In Mo¬ 
tion, but the sanctions 
imposed against him were 
on an unrelated matter 
involving his role as CEO 
of Northern Securities Inc.

Credit crunch. Maxed 
out consumers bring 
instalment concept 
back into vogue 


Most holiday shoppers will 
be armed with cash, debit or 
credit cards during the busiest 
shopping season of the year, 
but for those on a tight budget, 
the layaway counter can pro¬ 
vide an affordable way to buy 
gifts. 

Layaway allows people to 
buy an item by putting down a 
deposit and paying off the rest 
in instalments, usually without 
interest. Some stores do charge 
a service or storage fee. Once 
the item is paid off, you’re free 
to bring it home. 

This buying option may 
seem an antiquated way of 
doing things, especially in a 
society used to the immediate 
gratification of credit. 

Layaway was introduced 
during the Great Depression 
but easy credit and boom times 
had made it mostly a thing of 
the past. The concept has be¬ 
come in vogue again, thanks in 


part to belt-tightening since the 
recession. 

In September, Toys “R” Us 
and Walmart in the U.S. an¬ 
nounced they were starting 
their layaway plans a month 
earlier than last year due to de¬ 
mand from customers who said 
they needed extra time to pay 
the purchases off. Both com¬ 
panies, along with Kmart and 
Sears, revised their plans and 
dropped the service charges for 
the holiday season. 

The buying option, how¬ 


ever, is more rare in Canada. It 
is not available at Toys “R” Us 
and Sears in Canada and there’s 
only a number of Walmart 
stores that still offer layaway 
north of the border. 

But Doug Stephens, retail 
analyst and president of Re¬ 
tail Prophet Consulting, said 
the practice may soon become 
more common in Canada. 

“We’re going to see it more 
and more in the very near fu¬ 
ture because it’s no secret now 
that Canadians are coming

Oscar-nominated documen¬ 
tary filmmaker Morgan 
Spurlock (Super Size Me) an¬ 
nounced last week that he

“This is an incredible 
opportunity and an amaz¬ 
ing moment in time for the 
band,” Spurlock says in a 
statement.

with Spurlock’s involvement. 
We decided to check in with 
some experts. 

“We have seen over time 
that the perceived definition 
of documentary film has rad¬ 
ically changed. The one con¬ 
stant is that these films have 
continued to follow factual 
information about the sub¬ 
ject they are documenting 
and that is important,” Jus¬ 


tin Krumb, director of the 
doc Minds in the Water, tells 
Metro. “So in the case of Spur¬ 
lock’s new project, I believe 
this a true documentary, in 
that sense of the word, but 
one that falls into a new sub¬ 
category that relates to the 
phenomenon of reality TV/ 
celebrity power. What’s mis¬ 
sing that I’d love to see is how 
these films bring about social 
change. How they alter our 
feeling to go out and change 
the world in a positive way or 
call attention to an issue that 
needs to be addressed.” 

Some of Spurlock’s col¬ 
leagues are willing to wait and 
see how he fares with his new 
singing and dancing subjects 
before passing judgment. “I 
know a bit about the project 
and from what I understand 
I’m not sure it’s a concert film 
at all,” says Lucy Walker, an Os¬ 
car nominee herself for Waste 
Land and the Tsunami and the 
Cherry Blossom. “Why not let 
him explore all aspects of film- 
making and give him the bene¬ 
fit of the doubt until we’ve seen 
it?”

Motorcycle gang. 

Making a case for TV 
violence with rich, 
addictive storytelling 


Is it time to pay tribute to 
TV violence? 

If so, Sons of Anarchy, 
FX network’s bloodthirsty 
and brilliant drama series 
about a motorcycle gang 
should be among the ones 
celebrated. (It airs Tuesdays 
at 10 p.m. EST.) 

That’s not to say violence 
should be championed, even 
the make-believe variety 
found on our TV screens. 

On the contrary, some of 
the show’s viewers count 
themselves among those 
who stew about the excess 
of violence on TV. 

Almost every scripted 
drama, it seems, habitu¬ 
ally embraces violence in its 
storytelling. 

And more to the point, 
gun violence. With TV 
drama, guns are stan¬ 
dard issue, a staple of the 
storytelling lexicon. (How 
many, or rather, how few, 
TV dramas can you name 
where guns aren’t part of 
the act?) 

Debates about TV vio¬ 
lence have raged since TV 
began and usually go no¬ 
where, bogging down in 
a jumble of the First and 
Second Amendments. 

That is, viewers feel con¬ 
stitutionally guaranteed the 
right to bear arms — and to 
be entertained by watching 
others who bear them. Then, 


with every new outbreak of 
real-world gun violence, the 
debate is reignited and the 
media scapegoated. Nothing 
is resolved. 

This is not to say that cer¬ 
tain violence-prone shows 
don’t manage to fly under 
the radar. 

Some do it by shrouding 
themselves in righteous¬ 


ness. Consider Law & Order: 
SVU, a have-it-both-ways 
series that for 14 seasons 
has luxuriated in violence 
as something to be con¬ 
demned while, at the same 
time, titillating viewers 
with the sex crimes it wal¬ 
lows in. 

Similarly, the CSI fran¬ 
chise savours violence 


retroactively, back in the 
lab, with graphic decon¬ 
structions of each weekly 
episode of violence. 

But it’s not all gratuitous 
violence on TV. A relative 
handful of dramas earn im¬ 
munity, as well as acclaim, 
by putting violence in the 
service of higher truths. 
Think of great shows like 


The Sopranos, Boardwalk 
Empire, Breaking Bad or 
The Shield. 

And add Sons to the list 
of hard-hitting series that 
justify their violent erup¬ 
tions with the larger stories 
they tell. 

Simply put, Sons is a 
family/workplace drama. It 
tells of a motorcycle club

its fifth season, Sons by 
now has spun a sprawl¬ 
ing mythology that 
even included a past 
story arc set in North¬ 
ern Ireland. But the 
saga centres on this 
family trio: Jax (Charlie 
Hunnam), his mother, 
Gemma (Katey Sagal), 
and her husband, Clay 
(Ron Perlman), once 
the club's president. 


• More recently, Jax has 
seized the throne from 
Clay, his stepfather. 
This has set in motion 
a Shakespearean-like 
battle for power that 
seems sure to end with 
one of them slaying 
the other. 


• Meanwhile, Jax is strat- 
egizing how to move the 
club into more legitimate 
pursuits. But as he readily 
admitted on last week's 
episode, any path of re¬ 
form “is gonna be bloody, 
bro." 


— the Sons of Anarchy, or 
SAMCRO — set in the iron¬ 
ically named California 
town of Charming, where 
its members do business 
in drugs, porn and gunrun¬ 
ning while they grapple 
with rival gangs, shifting 
alliances and, of course, the 
law.

precocious Nolan Gould 
talks about life at 14 


Nolan Gould, one of the 
younger stars of TV’s Mod¬ 
ern Family, may look in¬ 
nocent enough, but inside 
he’s secretly a thrill-seeking 
daredevil with an IQ of 150. 
The actor, who recently cele¬ 
brated his 14th birthday, has 
a simple life philosophy: Do 
something every day that 
could potentially harm you. 
Whoever handles the show’s 
insurance policy must love 
that. 

I’ve heard you’re certifiably 
a genius. 

We actually had to do an 
IQ test for school purposes. 

I have a 150 IQ and my 
brother actually has a 152 
IQ which is kind of annoy¬ 
ing for me because now he 
can always say, “I’m smarter 
than you.” And I’m a mem¬ 
ber of Mensa. It’s really 
awesome. But actually, 
being smart never comes 
up in my ordinary life. Like, 
it’s not something that I go 
and brag about. I actually 
tested out of high school. In 
California, you can take this 
exam, and I passed on my 
first shot. Legally, it means 
I don’t have to do school, 
but of course, that would be 
really bad. I need an educa¬ 
tion. I’m only 14. So I’m 
going to continue, finish out 
the tenth grade and then 
maybe go on to do some col¬ 
lege courses. 

Would you want to eventu¬ 
ally do something more 
mentally stimulating than 
acting? 

Well, that’s what school is 
for. All of the other activ¬ 
ities don’t really use my 
brain.

I do parlcour, which is 
this crazy new sport where 
it’s, like, stunts and flips 
off walls and, like, jumping 
over stuff. It’s pretty crazy. 

I get really hurt doing it. I 
do a lot of other stuff like

hiking and camping — I’m 
a Boy Scout — or skydiv¬ 
ing. Pretty much anything 
dangerous. 

The studio doesn’t get 
nervous about all that? 

You know, our producer is 
always just saying, “Please 
don’t hurt the actor,” be¬ 
cause I’m always doing such 
crazy stuff. But my philoso¬ 
phy on life — I actually do 
have a philosophy on life 
— is if you go a day without 
doing something that could 
potentially get you hurt, it’s 
not a good day. Some people 
will not think it is a very 
good one, but I do. 

What are you planning for 
today? 

For today? I’m actually go¬ 
ing to my parlcour class. I do 
it up at a training gym. So 
we’ll see if I get hurt today. 

Yesterday was your birth¬ 
day. What was the thing 
that was going to hurt you 
on your birthday? 

I went paintballing, which 
hurts a lot. So yeah, I’ve al¬ 
ready met my quota for the 
week by going paintballing.

There’s nothing better than a 
good haircut. It’s like a great 
suit — it’s not about the suit, 
it’s about the tailoring. So 
it’s not about how much hair 
you have or don’t have or 
where it is, it’s how it’s cut. 
There are guys with no hair 
that look amazing, and guys 
with a lot of hair that look 
terrible. 

I can’t spend time on it. 
Most guys are like that. We 
don’t want a hassle.

On how he presents himself 

causes like bullying and 
gay rights? 

Not really. Everyone really 
has me on a very big role- 
model pedestal.

I don’t think 
I’m ever going to worry 
about material that I create 
or portray that might affect 
my role model status. I’m 
always very cautious about 
things I say in interviews 
and how I present myself, 
but I don’t think I’ll ever 
be persuaded not to do a 
project or not write because 
I’m worried that people 
might think less of me.

The Untold History 
of the United States. 

Controversial, talented 
director pairs up with 
professor to give 
alternate view of past 


Oliver Stone has never been 
shy about ruffling feath¬ 
ers with his take on real-life 
events. 

From J.F.K and Nixon, to 
Salvador and W, Stone has 
challenged the history taught 
in schoolbooks. His latest 
project, The Untold History 
of the United States, a 10- 
part series on the premium 
Showtime network, explores 
more facts he feels were sup¬ 
pressed, with new takes on 
the atomic bombing of Japan, 
the Cold War and the fall of 
Communism. 

To maintain accuracy 
throughout the series, Stone 
partnered with Peter Kuz- 
nick, a history professor at 
American University. Kuzniclc 
was no stranger to Stone, 
having used Stone’s films 
for years to provide perspec¬ 
tive for his students. Both he 
and Stone feel history is often 
written with a happy ending. 

Recently, Stone spoke to 
the Associated Press about 
the issues tackled in the ser¬ 
ies, the companion book, 
and his take on the General 
Petraeus scandal. 

AP: What drives you to cover 
historical events with your 
own perspective? 

This is a noble tradition. 
Sometimes it’s funny that it 
sounds as if it’s an illegitim¬ 
ate tradition, but it goes back 
— the Greeks did plays about 
ancient rulers. Shakespeare 
did a huge amount of plays 
about history. Some of them 
were more accurate than 
others, there’s no question. 

But you take a fair share of 
criticism? 

I’ve never, ever by my own 
standard of ethics violated 
the trust of my audience 
by saying something that I 
knew to be false. I may have 
made some mistakes, but 
never did it on purpose, ever. 
I’ve been so tired of de¬ 
fending myself. It’s become 
silly.... (For this project) 
we’ve had three fact checks. 
There’s a book. Sourcing is 
included, footnotes. The facts 
are indisputable. The inter¬ 
pretation is disputable, but 
at least the facts are there. 


Why do people resist changes 
to the history we’ve learned? 

We have told a coherent 
narrative that begins in 1900 
and we’ve taken the darker 
view of the U.S. actions 
because I do believe in the 
U.S. textbooks that the kids 
learn there’s a process by 
which things get sanitized 
out. The horror stories. The 
bad stuff, because kids love 
that and it’s interesting that 
we’re doing the opposite. 
Instead of giving them some 
horror stories, we tell them 
everything works out well in 
the end.... I think my theory 
is they don’t enjoy history, 
they don’t like to study 
it because they know the 
ending and know it’s going 
to be some sappy story the 
teacher tells them about how 
the U.S. does good in the end 
and that’s sort of the trick, 
you see. We’re going back 
and say(ing), “Let the juicy 
stuff out.” 

Give me an example? 

Very few people know about 
how strong the English 
empire was going into World 
War II. (Franklin Delano) 
Roosevelt had a suspicion 
of the English empire and 
he was trying to balance the 
Soviet interests with Amer¬ 
ican interests as well as Brit¬ 
ish interests. He didn’t want 
to be taken for a ride and 
save England to have Eng¬ 
land re-colonize the world, 
which is what they did. 

There’s new history being 
written with the General 
Petraeus scandal. What are 
your thoughts? 

Frankly, it’s not a big con¬ 
cern of mine. It’s done. He’s 
out. But it’s sold again as a 
media-hyped narrative of 
a soap opera of a military 
hero, so-called, falling for a 
beautiful woman and being 
betrayed, and so forth, and 
he falls from stardom. Great 
story. The truth is that it’s 
like a Shakespeare drama. 
Petraeus was never a hero. 

If the media had used the 
same investigative skills 
that they are using on this 
sordid sex affair, they would 
have found out that Petraeus 
was not what he seemed to 
be. He was not in combat. 

His genius in writing about 
counter-insurgency was to 
point out essentially that we 
use the journalists to control 
perception, because percep¬ 
tion is more important than 
reality.

Bono breaks new 
barrier on Degrassi 


’Tis the season to Sponge. 
Our fave yellow guy gets 
extra cubey for Christmas 


Courage on camera. 
Public figure provides 
some star power 
to storyline about 
transgendered youth 


The newest intrigue on De¬ 
grassi gets a celebrity boost Fri¬ 
day when Chaz Bono drops by 
to offer some words of advice 
to a troubled transgender teen. 

Bono says he leapt at the 
chance to appear on the series 
when he learned of its Emmy- 
nominated plot surrounding 
Adam, a female-to-male trans¬ 
gender student. 

The celebrity advocate says 
he wishes there were such TV 
representations of transgender 
life when he was growing up, 
noting that he spent “years 
and years in pain and confu¬ 
sion.” 

“It permeated every aspect 
of my life, even more than I 
was aware,” Bono said of a pro¬ 
longed identity struggle that 
saw him live as a lesbian for 
much of his adult life. 

“It’s not the land of thing 
that you want to have to 
go through in your life, not 
understanding about yourself 
like I had to.” 

Bono pops up when Adam’s 
rock group WhisperHug com¬ 
petes in a battle of the bands 
contest. 

Turns out that Bono is one 
of the judges, and Adam ap¬ 
proaches him for tips on how 
to cope with a painful struggle 


for acceptance. 

Plus there are girl troubles. 

Adam, played by actress 
Jordan Todosey, is reeling from 
the fact his Christian girlfriend 
Becky says she can’t date him 
because of her strict parents. 

“Does it ever get easier with 
girls?” Adam asks Bono. 

“Not really Love is messy 
and there’s obstacles in any re¬ 
lationship,” Bono replies. 

Degrassi airs on MuchMus- 
ic in Canada and on TeenNiclc 
in the United States. 

Bono says he learned of the 
show when he ran into De¬ 
grassi producers at last year’s 
Emmy Awards. 

The drama was nomin¬ 
ated for outstanding children’s 
program for an episode that 
delved into Adam’s struggles 
to live as a boy, even though 
he was bom female. 

Degrassi writer Michael 
Grassi says they couldn’t resist 
wooing Bono for a guest spot, 
which was filmed last summer 
in Toronto. 

“The opportunity to have 
Chaz on the show is incred¬ 
ible, he’s such a great role 
model and for him to be on De¬ 
grassi is beyond exciting,” said 
Grassi, who penned Bono’s 
episode, the second part of a 
two-part series airing Friday. 

“It’s a nerve-wracking thing 
when you send something 
over to someone like Chaz who 
does so many great things,” he 
notes. “And he ended up lov¬ 
ing it, which is great.” 

Grassi says much more is in 
store for Adam — the teen will

eventually undergo hormone 
therapy and possibly sur¬ 
gery to complete his gender 
transition. 

“He’s always doing little 
things to make himself 


more and more masculine,”

It’s a SpongeBob Christmas! 
debuts 9:30 p.m. EST Friday 
on CBS, followed by an encore 
on the show’s home network, 
Nickelodeon, at 7:30 p.m. EST 
Sunday, Dec. 9. 

The first-time foray into 
stop-motion is a welcome 
change for the 13-year-old 
SpongeBob, Kenny said. 

“It’s fun that after all these 
years we can still do stuff that’s 
a little different. It’s like re¬ 
inventing the wheel a little bit 
— if you can refer to a square 
character as a wheel,” he add¬ 
ed, unable to resist the quip. 

The actor looks back fondly 
on childhood memories of Ru¬ 
dolph from the Rankin-Bass 
studio and other stop-action 
projects. Even the TV commer¬ 
cial that put Santa on an elec¬ 
tric razor subbing for a sleigh 
gets a Kenny shoutout. 

Asked if young viewers 
might be fazed by seeing the 
familiar characters in a new 
guise, Kenny mulled the ques¬ 
tion before rebutting it. 

“The characters act the 
same, the recording process 
is exactly the same.

“I came to the studio and 
they had hundreds of boxes 
of cereal open and were hot- 
gluing it together,” Kenny re¬ 
called. 

The Patrick Star puppet 
was covered in wool-lilce ma¬ 
terial and SpongeBob “wasn’t a 
sponge, but some kind of weird 
material they found some¬ 
where,” he said, admiringly. 
“They’re like MacGyver, always 
repurposing something.” 

The TV special has a small 
element of recycling. Kenny 
calls it a testament to “a goofy 
little song” he and collaborator 
Andy Paley wrote three years 
ago, Don’t Be a Jerk, (It’s Christ¬ 
mas). 

“Bring joy to the world, it’s 
the thing to do. But the world 
does not revolve around you. 
Don’t be a jerk, it’s Christmas” 
is among its bouncy but cau¬ 
tionary verses. 

The tune is one of a doz¬ 
en included on the digital 
release It’s a SpongeBob 
Christmas! Album, mostly 
written by Kenny and Paley 
(a songwriter-producer who’s 
worked with artists including 
Brian Wilson and Blondie.) 
Four of the tunes are part of 
the special. 

Music fans might want to 
check out the album for its 
craftsmanship. The veterans 
who play on it include harp¬ 
ist Corky Hale and harmonica 
player Tommy Morgan, both 
of whom have backed a roster 
of big stars, including Billie 
Holliday and Frank Sinatra.

‘There are certain things I can’t be quiet about’ 


Shouting for the 
shes. Playwright and 
activist Eve Ensler 
continues on crusade 
to end injustices 
against women 


If you’ve ever fired up your 
computer and cringed in an¬ 
ticipation of what nasty emails 
await, pity Eve Ensler. 

The Tony-Award-winning 
playwright and activist gets 
a daily record sent to her of 


atrocities against women — a 
never-ending drumbeat of rape, 
genital mutilation, imprison¬ 
ment and murder. 

“In my inbox on any given 
day, I can tell you every single 
story of any violation that’s 
happening to women any¬ 
where in the world,” Ensler 
says. “It’s horrifying. My inbox 
is like a nightmare.” 

Such daily horrors would 
surely shut down most people, 
sending them back to bed with 
the covers pulled over their 
heads. But there’s something 
about the author of The Vagina 


Monologues that makes her get 
up and yell. 

It was Ensler who spoke out 
when a Congolese doctor who 
helps women recover from vio¬ 
lent rapes was shot at this year. 
It was Ensler who denounced 
a Taliban group for shooting a 
teenage Pakistani education ac¬ 
tivist in the head. It was Ensler 
who lambasted a U.S. Republic¬ 
an congressman who recently 
argued there was “legitimate 
rape.” 

“When I see enormous in¬ 
justice, when I see people mess¬ 
ing with women’s rights, there 



are certain things I can’t be 
quiet about,” she says. “I cannot 
sit there and let those people 
do that. That just makes me 
insane.” 

She says that with a smile. 


For a crusader, Ensler isn’t dour. 
The woman you meet may be 
deadly serious about her life’s 
work, but she’s also quick to 
laugh. She attributes some of 
her ebullience to surviving 
stage IV uterine cancer. 

“It was like checkout time,” 
she says of her battle 2-1/2-years 
ago. “I think when you come 
so close to dying, eveiything is 
so incredible. You just can’t be¬ 
lieve you get to be alive.” 

These are busy days for the 
59-year-old. Her play Emotional 
Creature has opened off-Broad- 
way, and she’s finished a mem¬ 


oir In the Body of the World, 
due out next spring. 

Then, of course, there’s her 
plan to get a billion women 
worldwide to walk out of work, 
school or wherever they are 
on Valentine’s Day and dance 
together in solidarity against 
violence. 

“A billion is a lot of people, 
it turns out,” she says, laughing. 

The One Billion Rising in¬ 
itiative is part of Ensler’s global 
V-Day movement, which helps 
organize anti-violence events 
each year around Valentine’s 
Day.

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Maple Bacon Butter 
Pizza: Foodie touchdown 



Grey Cup snacks. This 
delicious pizza has the

The Internet abounds with reci¬ 
pes for pizza made with maple- 
cured bacon. But to truly take it 
to the next level — and make 
it uniquely Canadian — maple 
syrup is involved, as is an ample 
helping of butter to keep things 
interesting. 

The result is this Maple 
Bacon Butter Pizza, which is re¬ 
freshingly simple. A basic crust 
topped first with mozzarella, 
then cooked bacon, then more 
mozzarella and finally dollops 
of maple compound butter 
(made by blending softened 
butter with granulated maple 
sugar) is all it takes. 

1. Heat the oven to 500 F. 
Lightly coat a baking sheet with 
cooking spray. 

2. In a small bowl, mix togeth¬ 
er the butter and maple sugar 
until well blended. Set aside.

• 3 tbsp butter, softened 

• 3 tbsp granulated maple 
sugar 

• 20-oz ball prepared pizza

3. On a lightly floured surface, 
carefully roll out the pizza 
dough to about a 14-inch cir¬ 
cle. You may need to use your 
hands to stretch the dough 
if rolling alone doesn’t work. 
Transfer the dough to the pre¬ 
pared baking sheet. 


4. Sprinkle grated mozzarella 
cheese evenly over the dough. 
Top the mozzarella with the 
bacon, distributing it evenly 
over the pizza. Arrange the 
slices of fresh mozzarella over 
the bacon. Using 2 spoons, 
scoop and dollop maple sugar 
butter evenly over pizza. Dol¬ 


lops do not need to be spread; 
they will melt in the oven. 

5. Bake for 15 minutes, or until 
the crust is puffed and browned 
and the cheese at the centre of 
the pizza is lightly browned. Let 
the pizza rest for 5 minutes be¬ 
fore slicing.

Ornaments 

These ornaments have been 
a favourite in our house for 
years, and if handled care¬ 
fully, can last for a very long 
time. These are best for older 
teens to help you make, as 
they are pretty fragile. 

Ingredients: 

• 1 cup cinnamon 

• % cup applesauce 

• % cup white glue 



• a glue gun 

• drinking straw 

• pompoms, buttons, puffy 
textured paint, ribbon 

Instructions: 

Mix the ingredients together 
to form dough. Turn out onto 
a cinnamon dusted surface 
and knead, then roll out to 
about V 4 - to V 2 -inch thickness. 

Cut with cookie cutters. I 
allowed mine to dry on wire 
baking cooling racks for a 
few days. To put a hole in the 
top, just cut one 
by pressing the 
O’ straw through 
the dough in the 
desired spot. 

If you choose 
to let them dry on 
a metal rack, the underside 
might be “stained” from the 
metal. 

When they are fully dried, 
decorate by using a hot glue 
gun to attach small pompoms 
or ribbon, and try puffy tex¬ 
tured paint-like icing for no¬ 
ses and eyes. 

Gingerbread man shapes 
really work well with this 
because they look like real 
cookies and then smell nice, 
too. 

NOTE: These are fairly fragile 
decorations, and if dropped 
or handled roughly they will 
break, much like cookies.

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Sherritt named 
top defensive player 



Full circle. Owens' 
comeback season 
helps him edge 
Cornish to take CFL's 
highest honour 


In 2008, Chad Owens was 
injured and out of football, 
unsure about his future. On 
Thursday night, the Toronto 
Argonauts’ speedy receiver 
was named the CFL’s out¬ 
standing player. 

“Four years ago I had no 
real idea what the CFL was,” 
said Owens, who accepted 
the trophy with his nine-year- 
old son, Chad Jr. “Everything 
that happened to me prior in 
my career, it all happened for 
this moment.” 

Owens, 30, affectionately 
dubbed the Flyin’ Hawaiian, 
got the nod over Calgary 
Stampeders running back Jon 
Cornish in voting by the Foot¬ 
ball Reporters of Canada and 
the eight CFL head coaches. 
Owens received 41 of the 57 
available ballots. 

The six-foot, 217-pound 
Cornish had a record-setting 
2012 campaign of his own. 

He led the CFL with 1,457 
rushing yards, the first Can¬ 
adian to do so since Ottawa’s 
Orville Lee in 1988. Cornish, 
28, also broke Norm Kwong’s 
56-year-old record for most 
rushing yards in a season by 
a Canuck of 1,437. 

The native of New West¬ 
minster, B.C., received 54 
votes as top Canadian ahead 
of Montreal Alouettes line¬ 
backer Shea Emry, of Rich¬ 
mond, B.C. 

Emry, who had a career- 
best 87 tackles this season 


with seven sacks, was also a 
finalist for the top defensive 
player award, finishing be¬ 
hind Edmonton linebacker 
J.C. Sherritt. Ironically, the 
two were college teammates 
at Eastern Washington where 
Sherritt was a fullback and 
moved to middle linebacker 
after Emry left. 

“I have to thank the CFL, 
it’s been a blessing for me,” 
Sherritt said. “I also have to 
thank my teammates be¬ 
cause that defensive line pro¬ 
tected me. 

“I share this award with 
them and it’s an honour, but 
this is all about a ring. I’ve al¬ 
ways been about champion¬ 
ships and will continue to be 
that way.” 

CFL commissioner Mark 
Cohon honoured all players 
who’ve participated in the 


league, along with their fam¬ 
ilies, presenting them the 
Commissioner’s Award for 
making significant contribu¬ 
tions to the CFL. 

Hamilton Tiger-Cat Chris 
Williams — the CFL’s top 
rookie last season — received 
56 votes to win the special- 
teams award after regis¬ 
tering a league-record six 
return touchdowns in 2012 
(five punts, one missed field 
goal). He was tops in punt re¬ 
turns (78 for 1,117 yards) and 
second in missed field-goal 
returns (five for 256 yards) 
for a team that missed the 
playoffs. 

“Wow, I can’t believe it, 
two years in a row,” Williams 
said. “I have to thank my 
teammates, they did a great 
job and made my job easy. 

“But we didn’t have the 


greatest year as a team and 
we’re going to have to work 
on changing that.” 

Tim Brown of the B.C. 
Lions was the finalist. 

The second time was the 
charm for B.C. lineman Jovan 
Olafioye, who received 37 
votes after being the finalist 
to Montreal’s Josh Bourlce for 
the 2011 top lineman award. 
This year, it was Bourlce, 30, 
of Windsor, Ont., who settled 
for being the runner-up. 

But Olafioye was still 
stinging from B.C.’s West 
Division semifinal loss to Cal- 

gaiy- 

“I still have a real bitter 
taste in my mouth about the 
game,” he said. “I’d feel a lot 
better to be here with my 
teammates and celebrating 
this together.”

On Thursday, the group’s 
chairman trotted a horse 
named Marty through the 
front doors of the upscale 
Fairmont Royal York Hotel 
as a crowd of cheering fans 
hooted and chanted, “Go 
Stamps go!” 

Greenslade says the horse 
stunt brings Calgaiy luck and 
he’s happy they were able 
to recreate it for the 100th 
Grey Cup. The Stampeders 
will face the hometown Argo¬ 
nauts in the big game Sunday 
at Rogers Centre. 

Earlier in the day, the 
15-year-old dark-brown stal¬ 
lion was turned away due to 
safety concerns. 

The hotel rolled out its of¬ 
ficial red carpet, usually re¬ 
served for royalty and heads 
of states, and even prepared a 
bucket of apples and carrots 
for his arrival. But the Royal 


York stopped short of letting 
the animal through its front 
doors. 

Hours later, after the Cal¬ 
gary fans took Marty to vari¬ 
ous spots around the city 
— including TV stations and 
an Irish pub for some apples 
and beer — the Royal York 
changed its mind about their 
four-legged guest. 

Greenslade said many 
stopped to take photos and 
pet Marty as he toured the 
city. 


“There are people as we’re 
walking around, they’ve 
probably never seen a horse, 
let alone one walking the 
street of a major urban city,” 
he said.
